the largest production cars, and those who are currently doubting the worth 

of racing as a breed improver might pause to speculate on this further example 
of how racing experience is assisting progress. Our Detroit gives 
reasons im this issue for the imminence of petrol injection across the Atlantic,, but 
the desire to lower bonnet lines still further seems almost a frivolous one. The 
difficulties of carburettor distribution to the cylinders of a V-cight is a better, but 
neither of these is particularly valid in . One of the difficulties with car- 
burettors is the separation of the heavy ends of the fuel in the induction pipe, which 
takés place for various reasons, causing uneven distribution from cylinder to cylinder. 
Distribution problems are easier with fuel injection, where only air is dealt with in 
the induction system. 

Three methods of fuel injection have been developed to date. The first injects 
direct into the cylinder, using pumps and injectors similar to those used in diesel 
engines; this system has the advantage of diesel experience behind it. So far there 
has been no noticeable cheapening of the precision equipment necessary for metering 
the very small quantities of fuel required per stroke. The second method is to 
inject at a lower pressure into the ports, mixing the fuel with the inlet air at the 
moment of valve opening; this is arousing interest in America. The third method 
imjects a constant stream of fuel, a distributing valve serving each cylinder in turn. 
So far this has been applied only to racing engines and would appear to be unsuit- 
able for touring vehicles. 

Certainly the injection pump will have difficulty in competing on price for the 
small mass-produced car. The very fact that a challenge is being made after so 
many years may have the effect of injecting new life into the old carburettor arteries 
(or should we say jets?) which have shown signs of hardening with long usage. It 
may be that improvements in carburation will, as a result, be devised more quickly 
and brought out as ammunition against the invader. If that be so, delay im the 
imvasion because of the new efficiency on the part of the defender is to be welcomed. 
We do not see the carburettor, with so many years of useful service to its credit, 
retiring into history without a struggle. Indeed, such a retreat would be a great 
pity, for competition is healthy even in induction tracts.

Read and Rail 


ULLABALOO has the disadvantage of drowning the voice of reason, and 

right now there is hullabaloo about roads and railways. Grandiose plans 

tor motorways have been announced by the Minister, and before the air 
is filled with the trumpet cries of self-adulation let us recall that the 27 meagre road 
development schemes announced last February have not yet been started; by the 
end of September only a quarter of them are expected to be under way. Motorists 
had better reckon on the far future for their motorways, as always. 

In the meantime there is a proposal afoot to convert 155 miles of railway between 
Inverness and Wick into a motor road. This will cause clamour indeed. As The 
Economist says: “The sentimentalists will fight unendingly for the survival of a 
branch line, convinced that its charm is worth preserving so long as somebody else 
.. . makes good the running loss.” This is precisely what The Autocar said 
recently, and the hullabaloo of the puff-puff fans has not died down yet. Perhaps 
another voice of reason may be quoted, that of The Spectator: “The community 

. is willing to allocate millions to the rehabilitation of an old-fashioned railway 
system, but cannot rouse itself to deal decisively with the much more pressing 
problem of the roads.”

change in either wheelbase or track. 

At the rear two identical L-shaped 
arms are mounted on the chassis frame 
The lower one, mounted on the main 
side members, extends rearwards; the 
upper one, mounted on a raised’ tubular 
€ross-member, extends forwards. At its 
inboard end, each arm is mounted on two 
opposed taper roller bearings with screw 
adjustment to eliminate clearance. 

A circular hub carrier contains the two 
wheel bearings and an internal universal 
joint, the outer end of each driving shaft 
being splined to pick up its interna] bore. 

Two circular lugs welded to the top 
and bottom of the hub carrier contain 
the needle assemblies for the outer ends 
of the suspension arms. The arms are 
made in two halves“in about 12 s.w.g. 
(0.104imn thick) steel, welded along their 
mid-section and spaced approximately 
10in apart. A drop link from the upper 
arm connects to the spring damper and a 
similar link off the lower one connects to 
the torsion bar lever. The torsion bars 
are mounted along the outside of the 
chassis side members and are in two 
pieces; this allows the suspension charac- 
teristics 10 be varied over a comparatively 
wide range. 


The independent suspension fleyout ensures 
censtant treck end wheelbase. The hellew 
arms and wide spacing of the bail pivot points 
en the front end combine to give low unsprung 
weight with high rigidity. Geometry of the 
reer suspension is identical with the front.

The front suspension is similar in lay 
out, except that the arms terminate in a 
spherical housing for the ball-ended king 
pin posts. Messier disc brakes are 
mounted outboard im the conventional 
manner. The geometry of the arms means 
that there is a change in caster angle from 
bump to rebound, but owing to the wide 
spacing of the arms this amounts to only 
one degree in cach direction, and is stated 
to have no effect on the handling 
characteristics. 

The steering box is mounted on the left 
hand side of the front cross-member; the 
steering column has two universal joints, 
and the steering wheel is_ centrally 
placed. A steering rod connects from the 
arm of the box to a central slave lever 
mounted on the front cross-member. 
From this, a two-piece track rod connects 
to a forward-mounted steering lever on 
each stub axle. 

As the anchorage points are horizontal, 
the roll centres at front and rear are at 
ground level, but the position of the car’s 
cemtre of gravity is not known, so that the 
roll moment cannot be assessed. The 
advantage of this layout is that, as in the 
Porsche trailing link system, the roll base 
is very wide, i.c., almost track width. 

With its widely spaced arms to resist 
cornering loads and braking torque, this 
new suspension system seems to have 
much in its favour, and it will be en- 
lightening to watch its behaviour on the 
corners of the Aintree circuit. 

A tabular chassis with cross-member: 
of the same size is employed. At the front 
6.00-16in tyres are used; at the rear they 
are 7.00-17in. The front track is 4ft 
Ijin, rear track, 4ft Ojim and the whee!l- 
base 7ft 4jin. .Dry weight of the com- 
plete car is 650 kg (12jcwt).

Westminster Commentary: Stage 3 


OGS and blue lights are the sub- 
ject of some of the sillier amend- 


ments to the Road Traffic Bill 
already tabled. Twenty-four amendments 
are in the name of a Conservative Mem- 
ber, Mr. R. G. Page, and they include 
seven proposed new clauses. Mr. Page 
will try to make it an offence for a dog 
owner to permit his animal to be a danger 
or an obstruction to traffic on the high- 
way, to cause damage to a vehicle or itself 
by collision with a vehicle. After one has 
wondered if there is the remotest possi- 
bility of establishing guilt in a case of 
Regina v. Dog (a picture of a dog in a 
wig comes to mind) this proposal can be 
dismissed without further thought; 1 
would be more to the point if dog owners 
were forbidden to allow their pets out in 
the streets alone. It is not fair to anybody 
that they should be allowed to roam the 
roads unleashed when there is traffic 
about. 

Possibly because it is synonymous with 
<3 stations, a blue light was chosen 
ior the second silly notion. It is sug- 
gested that this should be attached to 
vehicles so that it is extinguished auto- 


matically when the speed iimit is ex- 
ceeded; the fact that the light was out 
would be admissible as evidence in a 
prosecution It is perhaps needless to 
say that such a scheme is against every 
principle of British justice; if adopted, the 
doors would be open to such -monstrosi- 
ties of a police state as microphones and 
recorders in personal rooms to incrimin- 
ate the participants in private conversa- 
tions. This is not the year 1984; nor, we 
hope, will George Orwell’s fantasy ever 
become fact. Another amendment would 
base the offence of driving under the in- 
fluence on the percentage of alcohol in the 
blood. 

This first batch of amendments is an 
augury of things to come next week, when 
the Bill is taken “upstairs”—as_ the 
standing committee stage is known to 
M.P.s. Mr. Boyd-Carpenter and Mr. 
Molson must have a vivid memory of 
what happened in the last Parliament 
when the measure was before the Lords 
and it will take all their skill to pilot it 
through standing committee, which can 
be an arduous process and can, on a 
major Bill, mean three morning sessions 


a week over a total period of some months. 

Some constructive comment on Clause 
8 of the Road Traffic Bill comes from 
The Economist. It is suggested that if a 
learner has refused to attempt the test, his 
second provisional licence should be 
dearer than the first one, and the third 
more expensive still. 

Owners of cars who have been waiting 
to know how soon they can leave them 
without lights if within 100 yards of 
public lighting will be interested to learn 
that the new regulations will come into 
operation before the end of August. 

Unattended railway crossings have also 
occupied the attention of the Minister, 
and he confessed that the difficulty arose 
not so much in determining the types of 
safety devices needed as in “deciding who 
should pav for the additional measures re- 
quired. Expense balanced against human 
life again—which will win? France has 
already taken steps to give better warning 
at these crossings, but across the Channel 
the hazard is more common. The best 
advice which can be given regarding un- 
gated crossings is to eliminate them.

Alone Across the Sahara 


TRAVELLING in a Volkswagen Mic- 
robus, Mr. H. Hottinger has com- 
pleted a 3,400-mile crossing of the Sahara 
Desert alone. The journey took three 
weeks, after which Mr. Hottinger con- 
unued through Tangiers, Spain and 
Germany to England. The total distance 
covered was 9,400 miles, and no mechani- 
cal trouble was experienced; the large 
quantity of spares carried was untouched. 


More Power for B.M.W. 


-M.W., of Munich, have increased the 

size of their 6-cylinder two-litre 
engine slightly by widening the bore, giv- 
mg a capacity of 2,077 c.c. compared with 
1,971 cc. previously. The compression 
ratio is stepped up from 6.8 to 7 to 1. 
The power output is still quoted at 72 
b.h.p., but the torque characteristics have 
been improved. The new alloy V-cight 
engine, which has a capacity of 2,580 c.c., 
is claimed to ~~ 95 b.h.p. at 4,800 
r.p.m. The type 501 car is offered with 
the choice of engines, and the type 502 
has the larger engine only, modified to 
give 100 b.h.p., and de luxe specification. 


Swedish Decline 

HE decline in Swedish imports of 

British cars, referred to last week, is 
shown by the period January-May, 1955. 
During that time 8,061 passenger cars 
were imported while from Western Ger- 
many 30,409 units were brought into 
Sweden. 

The German advance is also shown 
by the registrations, where the Volks- 
wagen has taken the lead, passing the 
long-time leader Volvo by over 1,000 cars, 
or 10,735 compared to 9,606 Volvo PV 
444, Total registrations during January- 
May, 1955, was 49,701 (46,746 during 
the same period in 1954, the year of the 
record registrations). But it is not only 
Great Britain that is having difficulties 
on the Swedish market. France sold only 
2,023 cars (total for 1953 was 6,386) and 
the new Peugeot 403 being short in sup- 
ply, no important improvement is ex- 
pected. Of the British cars, the various 
Ford models have been doing well, the 
Zephyr topping the list in 1954. Also 
Austin has done fairly well and there 
might be a slight improvement with more 
supplies of the A.90. 





Cape to Cape 


BRITISH-NORWEGIAN two- 
man motoring expedition is plan- 
ning to drive an Austin A.90 West- 
minster from the Arctic North Cape to 
the African South Cape in the near future. 

The car will carry a crew of two—Mr. 
Richard Pape (London) and Mr. Gunnar 
Melle (Oslo)—and the entire run will be 
financed by them. Quite apart from the 
prestige value and information gained 
by such a venture if it proves successful, 
extensive filming and investigation will 
be carried out in the Kalahari desert and 
Rhodesia after the Cape journey is com- 
pleted. Camera and sound recording 
equipment will be takea on the trip. 

In view of the extremes of heat and 
cold which will be encountered, the modi- 
fications made to the car are of particular 
interest. Following the recent disaster in 
the Sahara desert, the authorities require 
a high standard of equipment for safety 
and dependability before vehicles will be 
permitted to make unescorted desert 
crossings. 

Among accessories added and altera- 
tions made to the car are crash bars and 
towing eyes fore and aft, additional lamps 
and horns, two extra fuel tanks, inspec- 
tion lamps and a large capacity battery. 
For the desert section the car will tow a 
small ‘trailer carrying extra fuel, water 
and supplies. The Austin will also have 
two-way radio, and a compass. ° 

A spare wheel, two spare rear springs, 
two spot lights, two horns, an axe, two 
spare engine sumps, and five jerricans 
for fuel and water, will all be carried in 
a covered roof rack. The left squab of the 
divided-bench seat has been arranged to 
fold back, so that Pape and Melle will be 
able to take turns in driving and sleeping; 
for additional comfort of the driver and 
passenger a windscreen visor, an electric 
fan, and a map table and light have been 
fitted. 

To cope with the road and climatic con- 
ditions, the Westminster has a reinforced 
exhaust system, heavy-duty front and rear 
springs, and a four-bladed fan; and it is 
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equipped with oversize tubeless tyres. 
Spades and canvas mats will also be avail- 
able for extricating the car from soft sand.

NOTE 


T seems about time I unburdened 
I myself in regard to the recent 

momentous labour negotiations in 
Detroit. In fact, I can’t see where the 
new deal is going to change the course 
of our industry radically, as some 
observers gloomily predict. Some of 
the predicted effects of the guaranteed 
wage would include greatly increased 
new car prices; a boom in used cars; 
two-year model runs; slower styling and 
mechanical evolution, owing to trying 
to get more use out of a given set of 
tools and dies; and a great boost to the 
scierwe of “automation” (automatic 
machine tools that do much of their 
ywn material handling and inspection). 

Higher car prices are inevitable, but, 
uther than that, I think the mew union 
contracts will have no important influ- 
ence on the evolution of the American 
automobile. (They will have far more 
influence on our economy and society.) 
The swift march of styling, horsepower, 
luxury appointments, push-button gad- 
gets, chassis refinements, and so forth, 
will continue apace. 

Truth is, this guaranteed wage busi- 
ness won’t have nearly the economic 
impact that all the haggling would in- 
dicate. Boiled down, it is nothing more 
than a modest supplement to the regu- 
ar state unemployment compensation 
payments. The true liability of the 
companies in the deal is quite limited. 
The unemployment trust fund in each 
company will be built up by paying in 
5 cents per hour per worker (about 2 
per cent of his total hourly wage) over 
a period of three years; after this the 
fund need only be maintained at this 
level. So the company’s liability can 
not exceed 5 cents per man-hour 
worked. Also, the maximum paid to 
any worker need not exceed $25 per 
week for 26 weeks per ‘year. In 
Michigan, where the bulk of our auto 
industry operates, the average weekly 
state unemployment payment comes to 
about $30. The total of $55 is roughly 
65 per cent of the worker’s normal 
“ take-home ” pay (after all deductions) 
for a 40-hour week. That’s about all 
there is to it.

HE companies fought the principle 
of the guaranted wage more than 


the dollars and cents bite. Trying to 
plan a steady production schedule in a 
highly cyclical industry like the auto- 
mobile game could conceivably hurt a 
company’s competitive position in the 
market. If production always boomed 
along as it has this year there would 
never be any problems of “ labour force 
flexibility.” But this is, apparently, not

a normal situation—managements still 
seem to think that production schedules 
should be open to considerable juggling 
for best results in this industry. The 
guaranteed wage deal will inevitably 
tend to put a damper on. Just where 
the rights of labour cut across those of 
management is a question for an 
economist, not me. At any rate, it’s my 
idea that this whole big deal is not 
going to have any noticeable effect on 
the mechanical evolution, styling, 
methods of distribution and servicing of 
the American automobile, or its place 
in our general economy.

7OU cannot escape the feeling 
around Detroit these days that 
fuel injection is upon us at last. 
*There’s a lot of talk, and rumours are 
usually persistent. They say we'll be 
seeing true fuel injection on some low- 
production 1956 models. The new 
Continental (Ford), Ford Thunderbird 
and Cadillac Eldorado brougham are 
mentioned as likely possibilities. Sounds 
fantastic, doesn’t it? I can certainly 
see the wisdom of introducing an un- 
tried gimmick on a low-production 
model, but they would want to be 
awfully sure of anything they put on 
super-prestige cars like the Continental 
and Cadillac. This is about like stick- 
ing a half-baked supercharger or some 
such extra on your Rolls-Royce! 

I do know, though, that behind-the- 
scenes development of fuel injection has 
been feverish around Detroit for a 
couple of years, and the latest talk sug- 
gests that we now have highly refined 
installations available, ready to go— 
though still at a relatively high cost. 

Now there are several good reasons 
why the “ultimate” piston-engine car 
will have fuel injection in place of 
carburettors. Most oft-quoted, of 
course, concerns the nearly perfect fuel- 
air mixture distribution between cylin- 
ders; this helps power and torque and 
economy; and—possibly most impor- 
tant—low-speed flexibility and throttle 
response need not be sacrificed to 
achieve good top-end breathing. (This 
is getting to be a real headache on cur- 
rent free-breathing Detroit carburation 
systems.) : 

But I think the hidden bug that’s 
really pushing fuel injection is nothing 
more than styling! The “artists” are 
screaming to get that bonnet line down 
lower. Already we have done wonders 
in reducing the height of the carburet- 
tors on top of the V-eight engine .. . 
but now injection offers the possibility 
of ditching the instrument altogether 
and lowering the bonnet line maybe 
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four inches with one whack. This 
would obviously be a very attractive 
alternative on super-low designs like 
the Cadillac Eldorado brougham. You 
may think that the height of the bon- 
net line is a pretty lame reason for 
making a major engineering change, but 
that’s Detroit. Body height was a big 
factor in the switch to the hypoid rear 
axle, you may recall. And, despite al! 
the compelling technical advantages of 
fuel injection, I think bonnet height is 
the big factor pushing here, too. 


* * * 


T is still a question just what form 

our early f.i. systems will take. 
Two general arrangements are possible 
—a “timed” system, where tiny 
measured shots of fuel are squirted into 
each cylinder or port on the intake 
stroke, and a continuous-flow system, 
where fuel is sprayed into the port in a 
constant stream (the latter system is 
that used on the Hilborn and S.U. rac- 
ing injection systems—though these are 
designed for all-out operation and the 
metering is a little too crude for a 
practical road set up). 

Each basic injection system has 
definite advantages and problems. The 
continuous-flow method, of course, 
would be less expensive, since it 
requires no precision. injection plunger 
units and distributor block. Best- 
known commercial system of this type 
over here, manufactured by the Fuel- 
charger Corporation, utilizes an electric 
pump submerged in the fuel tank, 
feeding to nozzles in each port. I 
understand the output of the pump is 
controlled by a combination of venturi 
vacuum on the air intake and air 
throttle position. They say they can 
idle an engine as low as 150 r.p.m. with 
this layout. Naturally the continuous- 
flow injection system is getting a lot of 
attention from the manufacturers of 
low-priced cars. Cost-wise, it looks 
competitive with a four-barrel carbu- 
rettor—and the _ relatively simple 
mechanism should be easy to maintain. 

Another school of thought scoffs at 
the idea that a continuous-flow set-up 
could ever meet satisfactorily the broad 
operating demands of a modern auto- 
mobile engine. They think timed in- 
jection is the only answer and they’ve 
made astonishing progress in develop- 
ing practical, economical injection 
pumps inthe last three years. The 
key to the use of timed fuel injection 
on mass-produced American passenger 
cars appears to lie in the single- 
plunger distributor-type injector pump 
(unlike current German designs). In- 
stead of using a separate plunger unit 
for each cylinder—as on most current 
diesel engines—there will be a single 
plunger making several times as many 
strokes per minute, with the metered 
shots of fuel routed to the proper 
cylinder through passages in a rotat- 
ing distributor block. 

The whole arrangement is based 
conveniently on a single central shaft; 
there are no gears, and only one 
plunger unit must be machined. Con- 
trol of plunger output is by the speed- 
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DETROIT 


density system. Total cost of this kind 
of timed injection system will prob- 
ably be several times that of a four- 
barrel carburettor—latest optimistic 
estimates place it near $300—so we 
may see it first on the more costly 
models. The American Bosch com- 
pany have pioneered this type of in- 
jection for passenger cars over here, 
and have had test cars on the road 
with the single-plunger type of pump 
for a couple of years. 


x > * 


fr passing, I would like to throw 
some light on a couple of factors 
in this problem of fuel injection that 
seem to have escaped the eye of the 
average enthusiast. We lay tog much 
stress on elimination of intake air-flow 
restriction when talking about it. Be- 
cause there is no carburettor, with its 
venturis and nozzles, we get the idea 
that there will be practically no re- 
striction on the incoming air to the 
cylinders, except the minor amount 
contributed by an unheated manifold. 
Actually, most fuel-air mixture con- 
trols with injection use some sort of 
venturi arrangement to measure air 
flow (by a vacuum reading) and 
butterfly throttle valves to control it. 
This assembly does not restrict flow 
like a conventional two- or four- 
barrel carburettor, but it is by no 
means a wide-open frail. After seeing 
some of these mixture control blocks, 
I would say that the more even mix- 
ture distribution must have as much 
to do with that 10-15 per cent increase 
in horse-power obtained with the usual 
f.i. set-up as the reduced air-flow 
restriction! 

And that theory about “near-per- 
fect” mixture distribution may be in 
question, too. Seme engineers say 
that, whereas the distribution of the 
fuel shots may be quite even, the dis- 
tribution of free air in a closed mani- 
fold network may be far from even. 
Turbulence, centrifugal force, and 
pressure waves in the moving air mass 
act to rob certain cylinders much as 
when liquid fuel droplets are being 
carried by the air. The net effect, of 
course, is to cause certain variations 
in fuel-air mixture proportions be- 
tween cylinders. Just how important 
this effect is I do not know, but it 
should be kept in mind when we tend 
to get too wild about the potentialities 
of fuel injection. 

At any rate, injection is definitely 
the coming thing on cars of all kinds— 
the carburettor is dying. Whether we 
shall see the first production installa- 
tions out of Detroit in 1956 is a ques- 
tion—but certainly 1957 will see big 
changes.

AVE you ever wondered how we 
can keep on adding big chunks 
of horse-power and torque year after 
year to our basic V-eight engine de- 


signs over here without running into 
some terrific problems of part-failure?

Well, we da—and we solve them. 

One big headache from the begin- 
ning has been exhaust valves. You can 
burn seats too easily with 8.5 to 1 
compression ratio, 4,000 r.p.m. speeds 
and violent valve action (for better 
breathing). And the continual increase 
in valve diameter has added to the 
problem. Exhaust valves are the 
critical point on more than one 1955 
engine! 

As usual, costs are making a simple 
problem tough. I know more than one 
company that is avoiding valve rotators 
like the plague; they'll change the 
metal alloy of the valve rather than 
spend a couple of dollars extra per 
engine for rotators that would solve 
the problem entirely (several good 
commercial designs are available). 
Others, like Ford, have already sur- 
rendered to the inevitable. And the 
engineers are looking ahead to 12 to 1

Each 
company has its own production test 
schedule—that is, the conditions under 
which any production design must 
operate without failure or serious de- 
terioration. This test is supposed to 
subject all parts to the worst possible 
beating they could ever take in the 
field. I believe Oldsmobile’s schedule 
is now about the toughest in the in- 
dustry . . . 100 hours at 4,300 r.p.m 
with full load! If this won’t cover all 
situations, perhaps they had better go 
into the sports car business!

Prix will be held for the first time 
on the Aintree circuit tomorrow, July 16.

The present lap record at Aintree is 
held by Stirling Moss in the 250F 
Maserati, at 89.55 m.p.h. The race will 
be run over 90 laps of the 3-mile circuit, 
will start at 2.30 p.m., and will finish at 
about 5.40 p.m. The day’s programme 
starts at 1] a.m. with a 5l-mule race for 
formula 3 (500 c.c.) cars, which is fol- 
lowed by a 5l-mile event for sports cars 
at 12 noon. 

The line-up for the major event includes 
(with the sad exception of Lancia) the 
newest and fastest Grand Prix cars from 
Britain, Germany, Italy and France—a 
total of 25 cars, made up of 4 Mercedes, 
4 Maseratis, 3 Ferraris, 3 Gordinis, 2 Van- 
walls and 2 Connaughts. In addition to 
the works-entered cars there are seven 
private entries—2 Connaughts, 1 Cooper 
and 4 Maseratis. This puts Maserati in 
the majority, with a total of eight cars. 
With the exception of the Cooper, which 
gives away 0.3 litre, all use the maximum 
capacity within the current G.P. formula 
of two and a half litres, unsupercharged.

Few who witnessed the Connaught’s 
performance in the hands of Jack Fairman 
at Silverstone last May will overlook the 
potentialities of these cars.

The engine is a four-cylinder Alta 
which was chosen, like many of the other 
features of the car. because it is readily 
available, basically simple and is capable 
of being developed.

The engines have been run with four 
Amal carburettors and also with Bosch 
fuel injection.

BOEING 502 POWER UNIT IN A KURTIS 500 RACING CHASSIS 


The Boeing gas turbine mokes o satisfyingly neat end compact installation in the Indienopolis chassis. The oir intake is forward 


ATEST installation of a gas tur- 
5 bine in a car chassis has been 
carried out by the American 
Firestone tyre company in comunction 
with U.S.A.F. personnel at Omaha, 
Nebraska. The car is to be used for 
tyre testing, for which it has obvious 
advantages. Such a machine is of 
interest in spite of its specialized 
character, because it is from such in- 
stallations that the lessons will be 
learned which wil! ultimately permit 
the economic manufacture of gas tur- 
tine family cars. 
The Boeing 502 turbine is one that 
been developed in several direc- 
tions for varying uses, mostly in air- 
raft turboprop applications, though 
version is the 502-11 which is used 
an air compressor in aircraft conno- 
ations. The basic feature of the 502 
that it has a two-stage turbine with 
no mechanical connection between the 
two stages. ‘The first, or compressor 
turbine, has a speed of 36,000 r.p.m., 


and the second stage comprises 


power turbine, the speed of which 


25,000 r.p.m. Normal reduction gear- 
ing for aircraft propeller use is 8:62 to 
1 and a reverse gear is added to this 
transmission on the experimental car. 
The output is in the neighbourhood of 
200 shaft horse-power. 

Boeing, whose turbines are in use 
in experimental heavy vehicles, are 
anxious to gain experience in lighter 
chassis. Fhe 502 weighs about 250 Ib 
and the complete car 2,200 Ib; the unit 
is lighter than a comparable piston 
engine (so far as piston engines can 
ever be said to be comparable) and fits 
neatly into the Kurtis chassis, giving a 
very low bonnet line. The air intake 
is forward and is protected by a wire 
mesh, and the exhaust is ejected 
through a large-diameter circular duct 
that leaves the engine casing vertically 
and then bends over so that the efflux 
streams past the driver’s right side. 

Firestone’s interest in such a project 
is logical, especially as their tyres are 
so extensively used in the 500 miles 
race at Indianapolis each year, a track 
on which the tyre mortality is very 


high indeed, with race speeds well in 
excess of 100 m.p.h The Firestone 
gas turbine car, in fact, has been tested 
already at Indianapolis, where it was 
first made public and, with the veteran 
racing driver Henry Banks at the 
wheel, accelerated from 0 to 140 m.p.h. 
in a very few seconds. It is this ability 
to punish tyres in acceleration that 
gives the car a special suitability for 
their testing. 

The company for many years have 
shown a real enthusiasm in developing 
high-speed tyres and those used in the 
1955 classic were the result of tests with 
a Kurtis Roadster having as power unit 
a larger piston-type engine than those 
permitted by the Indianapolis formula, 
which is 44 litres unsupercharged. 
Over 2,500 test miles were covered at 
a speed exceeding 140 m.p.h. 

Although braking is not of major 
importance at Indianapolis, the absenc« 
ef engine braking on the car has led 
to the development of special whee! 
brakes. These replace the conven- 
tional brakes first fitted.

DGEHILL is a name one vaguely remembers from 
schooldays, when it was associated with Charles I,

Confusion of Gear and Ratio 


V JITHOUT disparaging the interest or undoubted authority 

of letter No. [66292], I would like to enter a gentle protest 
about the manner in which its author has used the terms gear 
and ratio. The following is an extract:— 

“ Although my com does not market a conversion for the 
Ford vehicles, the foaen af higher axle ratios or overdrives in 
conversions is a matter which greatly affects economy. , 

“The tendency of various manulacturers to use comparatively 
low-geared axles so that gear changing is reduced is quite common 
these days; but when the b.h.p. output of an engine is increased, 
together with its torque, the desirability of a higher axle ratio is 
frequently found, so that the best results can be obtained from a 
conversion. There are, of course, some cars which are fairly highly 
geared, and which would not benefit from a raised axle ratio after 
conversion, and this particularly applies to the Standard Ten, which 
has already a 4.55 to 1 rear axle ratio, and also to the side-valve 
Morris Minor. 

“In the conversion which we market, higher axle ratios can be 
fitted to the overhead-valve Morris Minor, Standard Eight, the 
earlier Austin A.30 models, all models of the Austin A.40 and also 
the new Morris Cowilcy. 

“ The following table, taken from an independent road test, shows 
how the Morris Minor benefits enormously im performance from the 
twin carburettor conversion, whilst the raising of axle ratio not only 
helps performances, but also gives improved cconomy figures, and 
the lower engine r.p.m., of course, reduces engine wear as well. 


The fact is that the habit of using the terms high or low 
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gear and high or low ratio to denote the same thing is so wide- 
spread that I have known manufacturers’ technical representa- 
uves to be taken aback when asked if they mean high gear o» 
high ratio. After a moment’s thought they will say what they 
do mean, but add that the use of one or the other indiscrimin- 
ately is now common practice in the highest engineering circles. 

One recently went so far as to say that his firm was consider- 
ing making the terms synonymous in all their publicity matter 
Whilst, if true, this seems to imply that motor manufacturing 
moguls are above mathematics, it must make fife a little 
dificult for the not so technical who habitually read your 
journal. 

I commend to your attention an article by Mr. A. G. Douglas 
Clease, B.Sc., A.M.I.Mech.E., which appeared in your February 
27, 1948 issue, entitled “Higher gear—lower ratio. (How 
confusion can arise when discussing transmission.).”

The Spectacled Driver 
Supplementary Lenses Praised 


AS a motorist who has to have more than one pair of glasses 
for different uses (distance and close work), and has found 
using my vid type of bifocals very disturbing on many driving 
occasions, I feel that I must let other similar motorists know 
of the immense benefit I have obtained through a new type 
of spectacles. I have always loathed being burdened with two 
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or more pairs of spectacles and cases, and often found that my 
bifocals were a hindrance, and quite often a danger, whilst 
motoring. 

With my old type that had lenses of different focusing 
powers combined permanently in one single lens, I found that 
my vision was greatly blurred when I looked through them at 
certain angles, and also when reversing—when I found them a 
handicap through not seeing the rear wings clearly. 

My optician told me of a new invention that eliminated 
having to use more than one pair of frames, and which just 
had a single pair of spectacles with a slotted flange on the rear 
lower half of the rims (not seen at all from the front). This 
spare flange took extra lenses of any height and power, which 
could be inserted or taken out at will for any occasion; they 
could be used for any distance or purpose. 

I was amazed how good they were. I use them normally 
with the ordinary single fixed lens in, and then insert the spare 
additional segments at will for any special occasion; I- even 
have extra lenses for watching T.V., reading music and the like. 

From the road safety angle alone, I am sure that countless 
fellow motorists would benefit immensely from this new idea.

ideas to Reduce Road Risks 


VYJHEN as has been my unfortunate experience recently, one 

is involved in an accident with another vehicle, one auto- 
matically becomes more road conscious for some little time and 
becomes much more aware of the astonishing number of hazards 
which lie in wait. One is impressed by the many details of 
road construction and imperfection which, sooner or later, are 
bound to contribute to high accident risks. 

It would seem that one should search for all possible ways of 
reducing these risks, without waiting for road reconstruction 
plans to materialize. One or two immediate points come to the 
mind—the most obvious is the necessity of replacing all hedges 
by open fences at all bends and corners to improve visibility. 
Ihe removal of visual obstructions wherever physically possible 
would constitute an enormous reduction in accident hazards at 
1 relatively small cost.

Advice from Overseas 


| ENTIRELY agree with Mr. Freeman [66450] that good cars 
cannot be sold only by themselves. 

I think that England produces the finest cars and a great 
majority of people think like me in this country. Yet to take 
the last statistics I see that Germany has progressed by 145 per 
cent in the sale of cars, Italy 102 per cent and France 49 per 
cent, but England has lost 23 per cent of the market. Prices 
are the same—a Simca is sold at 6,500 Lebanese pounds and 
a Hillman the same; the Opel Kapitan is a little déarer than 
the Humber Hawk. Since the finish, solidity and lasting quali- 
ties of the British cars are recognized, why do they sell less 
and less? 

The fault lies in the agents’ 


organization. While all agents 
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of Continental cars boast of having specialized garages, plenty 
of spare parts, and regular visits of engineers from the factory, 
few British makers have a_ really respectable garage, and if a 
spare part is asked for, some of them ask for- twice the real 
price—if they have it! 

Britain would gain much in following a better foreign sales 
organization and by keeping a continual contact with her 
customers, so that she will be able to sell cars elsewhere than 
in the Commonwealth.

Compulsory Inspection 
The Practice in Australia 


N view of the recent debate in the House of Commons con- 

cerning the Road Traffic Bill, may I point out that compul- 

sory inspection is in force in New South Wales, and, I believe, 
in other parts of Australia. 

Ordinary garages bear an “ Authorized Inspection Station” 
sign. Before a vehicle can be taxed for the road, a certificate 
must be produced, which has been issued by one of these 
stations. This makes sure that the car is checked for road- 
worthiness at least once a year. In addition, police may carry 
out “spot checks” on the road at any time. ‘This inspection 
costs the motorist a small fee at the Inspection Station. 

I should think that this system could readily be applied in 
this country. The motoring organizations and the police could 
collaborate in the setting up of Inspection Stations, and in laying 
down the standard of inspection required. 

I should not think that the road user would begrudge the 
small fee necessary to pay the garage operator for his work, in 
doing something concrete to save life.

Engine Cooling 
Ram Effect v. Fan Effect 
N AJOR ACLAND states (July 1) that “ when freewheeling, 


” 


engine temperatures tend to rise...” Surely when free- 
wheeling the ram effect of the air passing through the radiator 
lowers engine temperatures, since the engine is only ticking over 
and therefore not creating very much heat. This is most notice- 
able on my own car, to which I have recently fitted a Handa 
overdrive. 

The car is travelling at, say, fifty, but the engine is only going 
at a comparable road speed of 35 and the rarn effect disperses 
the heat so much that even in summer time I run with the blind 
up part way all day. After all, a fan is really effective only 
up to road speeds of 20 to 25 m.p.h. and is most useful in traffic 
or in long periods of idling. The fan efficiency can be increased 
by cowling, as witness certain makes of car prepared for use 
in hotter climates, but even this cowling does not make much 
difference above 30 m.p.h. 

As regards the statement by Mr. Blenkinsopp that with a free 
wheel he averaged 28 m.p.g., I can only say that he was luckier

than I, for I had four Rovers, three of which had freewheels, 
and the fixed drive model was the most economical. This did 
30 m.p.g., while the-others—one 12 and two 14 h.p.—did only 
24, and the freewheel seemed to me to make only decimal points 
difference in consumption. But I used it all the time: in traffic, 
in Fain, ice and snow, since for years I have driven 500 to 600 
miles per week. But I really did love that freewheeling sen- 
sation. 

With regard to hard tyres, I recently read your economy run 
report and have blown my tyres up to 40 Ib. The ride is a bit 
grim, but I can stand this as I now cover 40 m.p.g. with my 
Consul which has overdrive,

Riley and Magnette 
Beauty in the Eye of the Beholder 


FOUND Michael Brown’s Riley 14-litre Profile (The Autocar, 

21 January) and L. A. Ayton’s similar article on the 1}-litre 
M.G. Magnette (15 April) most interesting. One point I would 
like to comment on is the appearance of each car. How anyone 
can consider comparing the Magnette with the 1}-litre, I fail to 
see. I, like Michael Brown, prefer a car that is perfectly 
balanced, and has been designed by artists for discriminating 
motorists and not for dollars. Every line of the Riley 14- and 2}- 
litre models was perfect, and they really looked sports cars. 

On the other hand, we have the M.G. Type Z.A., very 
different from its handsome predecessor. A short and unattrac- 
tive bonnet pokes way out in front of the wheels in the worst 
modern fashion, and what a mess they have made of the tradi- 
tional Abingdon radiator grille! Then we have a long body 
which looks as though the back was drawn to a different scale 
than the front, for as we progress to the tail we find that the car 
has considerably more ground clearance at the back. Further- 
more, the waistline appears to work its way skyward as it 
approaches the tail. In general, the car looks entirely out of 
proportion. And, for the benefit of those who think it is so 
beautiful because of a little Italian influence, since when have 
Italian cars been better looking than such British cars as Rolls- 
Royce, Bentley, Bristol, Alvis, Armstrong Siddeley and Sunbeam- 
Talbot, to mention but a few? 

I also agree with Michael Brown’s opinion of subsequent 
Rileys. The new wing treatment of the 1}-litre seems to make 
the car look a little higher, but it is still a classic beauty apart 
from the hideous stoneguards now fitted to the rear wings. As 
for the Pathfinder, its profile is quite well balanced, and it has 
very distinctive wheels, but otherwise is rather uninteresting. It 
is altogether most un-Riley like, looking more like a family 
saloon, and it certainly qualifies for the “ suet-pudding ” class

No Pump 

AVING a malicious nature, I am 

always pleased to read icono- 
clastic statements that I can quote to 
confound my confounders. You will 
recall how many times we have been 
told that the piston ring movement up 
and down in its groove pumps oil from 
the piston walls up into the combustion 
chamber and so causes heavy oil con- 
sumption? Well, it doesn’t—at least, 
not according to some recent and in- 
teresting experiments by the Motor 
Industry Research Association. The 
side clearance of the compression ring 
normally used for such tests (0.0015- 
0.002in) was increased in one test to 
0.005in and in another to 0.006in. No 
change in oil consumption was de- 
tected. Pumping efficiency necessary 
to account for the total consumption 
during the tests would have had to be 
only about 5 per cent, so the passage 
of any oil at all by pumping was hardly 
likely. A certain amount of oil no 
doubt creeps round the back of the 
ring, but it doesn’t look as if it is 
pumped,

Losing End 


HY is it, we asked ourselves as 

we followed a colleague, that 
the second car in a convoy, unless it is 
notably more powerful than the one 
in front, always loses time compared 
with the car ahead? Our answer (if it 
isn’t the driver’s fault) seems a fairly 
reasonable one. The car in front can 
adapt its progress in minor ways to 
the exigencies of the road—speed up 
for traffic lights, to avoid a closing gap 
and so forth. The following car main- 
tains an average, steadier, rate and can- 
not be expected to keep pace with these 
manceuvres; by the time a bottleneck 
has developed between it and the lead 
car there is not time for accelerative 
remedies. Moreover, the lead car, if it 
wishes to get ahead, has to overtake 
only one obstacle at a time; the follow- 
ing car would have to overtake the 
obstacle and find room between the two 
cars. Running astern, it must wait for 
the lead car to clear before overtaking 
any obstacle already overtaken by the 
car ahead; this frequently results in 


braking and loss of intervening distance. 

When a car is on its own (as the 
leader virtually is) it can make up, in 
good conditions, time which it has Jost 
through being baulked. A following 
car loses when the leader is baulked as 
well as when it is baulked itself; but 
when the road clears it can’t go tearing 
ahead as it must still follow ‘the leader.

After two hours’ running, many cars 
found themselves out of the race, some, 
like the Singer Le Mans of P. A. Bailey, 
having to be towed off the course.

Team managers anxiously studied their 
graphs as the event proceeded, trying to 
decide on the chances held by their cars 
at the speeds they were averaging.

FINE WEATHER, FINE RACING... 


IE misguided people who chose 
the coast in preference to Brands 
Hatch last Sunday (and trailed 
miserably back to London in a nose-to-tail 
queue) missed some of the closest matched 
races there have been for some time. Not 
one of the nine events failed to produce 
excitement right up to the end, and one 
resulted in a dead-heat for second place 
The .race for the Sporting Record 
Trophy was divided into three 10-lap 
heats, a 15-lap first final, 12-lap second 
final and a 10-lap consolation final for the 
not-so-goods in the three heats. The first 
heat went more or less according to plan, 
with Ivor (Le Mans) Bueb leading in the 
works Cooper from start to finish. Second 
heat was not so straightforward. Jim 
Russell’s works Cooper took the lead at 
the start, with Tyrrell’s, Cowley’s and 
Fergusson’s Coopers strung out behind 
By the third lap Tyrrell was receiving the 
blast from Russell’s exhaust, and casting 
from side to side in an effort to find the 
way past; Cowley and Fergusson were 
similarly engaged a few lengths astern 
Next time round the first pair were along- 
side, and, a lap later, Tyrrell led . . . and 
the next time. Then, on the sixth lap, with 
both drivers ducked below the screens to 
get the last m.p.h. from the cars, they flew 
past the grandstands neck-and-neck. So it 
went on, first Russell, then Tyrrell, right 
up to the finish. And, to remind spec- 
tators that it is mo exception for 
formula 3 to produce some close racing, 
the last heat was the same, but for Russell 
read S. Lewis-Evans, and for Tyrrell read 
George Wicken. Don Parker’s Kieft, 
which should have been among the leaders 
in the last heat, dropped out of third 
place in the fourth lap with a defective 
plug—all-important when there is only 
one. Colin Davis, too, was unlucky when 
his Cooper gyrated on to the grass twice 
during the first lap—once through over 
exuberance and the second time when the 
steering wheel came away in his hands 
In the 12-lap race for sports cars up to 
1,200 c.c. not only was the lap record 
broken by nearly 6 m.p.h., but it was 
broken by Russell's Cooper-Climax on 
every lap of the race; his race speed of 
68.75 m.p.h. was substantially over the 
previous lap record of 65.6, held by Eric 
Brandon’s Halseylec. The line-up was 
impressive, with representatives of most of 
the latest small and astonishingly fast 
sports cars present. On the front row 
were Russell’s Cooper-Climax, Colin 
Chapman’s Lotus-Climax, Gammon’s 


B.R.S.C.C.'s 


Cooper-Climax and Hayles’ Lotus-Climax; 
on the second row was Bueb’s Cooper- 
Climax, Brandon’s Halseylec and Paul 
Emery’s new Lotus. Gammon started in 
the lead, but lost it to Russell before 
two laps had passed, and the little Ford- 
engined Elva of Manwaring was leading 
the Halseylec in sixth place. With five 
Climax-engined cars in front and the 
Climax-engined Helseylec astern, it held 
on to sixth place till the sixth lap, when 
Brandon passed it; next time round the 
Elva was out with a defective water pump 
and an astronomical engine temperature. 
With Russell safely in the lead, there was 
a fine to-do for second place between Ivor 
Bueb and Colin Chapman, which lasted 
throughout the race and finished with a 
dead heat. Though the Lotus’ nose was 
longer, the front hubs dead-heated with 
those of the Cooper. It was a wonderful 
finish, with Colin Chapman doing his very 
best on corners to compensate for the very, 
very slight disadvantage he had in maxi- 
mum speed 


Moving Up 


The J.A.P. race saw Taylor, after a very 
slow start, move off last and steadily work 
his way through the field into third place 
—and then set about taking second. 
Slowly he crept up; 11.5 sec behind 
Lund’s Cooper in the seventh lap, 8.7 in 
the eighth and 6 sec in the ninth, until, at 
the finish, he was only 0.4 sec behind. 

It was sad that Leston, in Peter Bell’s 
14-litre Connaught, was not among the 
Starters in the 1,500 c.c. event, the car 
having overturned at the Nottingham 
S.C.C. Qulton Park meeting recently. 
Bueb’s little Cooper-Climax set out in 
front and stayed there for the first five 
laps, when the unsuppressable Russell, in 
a similar car, took over. Thus the two 
1,100 c.c. cars led the 1}-litres, with 
Jopp’s 14-litre Lotus and Peter Gam- 
mon’s Cooper-Climax tussling for third 
place. Eventually Gammon moved up 
into. second position on the last but one 
lap, and the little Coopers crossed the 
line, one, two and three, with their larger- 
engined adversaries following astern. 

The 12-lap second final of the Sporting 
Record Trophy race produced, once 
more, a rousing contest for first place. 
Raby’s Cooper led for two laps till he 
made a lengthy excursion on to the grass, 
letting Cowley’s Cooper and Jones’s 
Kieft (in very close company) go past. 
Jones tried desperately to get by, at one

time grabbing a brief lead when Cowley 
was delayed by the tail-enders. Raby 
managed to regain third place—an effort 
that availed him little, as he had beea 
penalized 1 minute. 

In the over 1,900 c.c. sports car event 
—a cla8s that is a trifle large for Brands— 
Archie Scott-Brown’s Lister-Bristoi tore 
away in the lead and, for five laps, gained 
on every lap, slowing a little on the fifth 
to rest on his laurels. Salvadori’s Cooper- 
Maserati stayed in second place for the 
initial four laps, the circuit never allow- 
ing top gear. In the fifth Anthony’s 
Lotus-Bristol and Crabb’s Tojeiro-Bristol 
passed Salvadori into second and third 
places, engaging in a private battle until 
Crabb, with a broken king pin, took to 
the grass—and the ditch—at Clearways. 
Anthony, too, left the fray at this stage, 
letting Salvadori back into second place. 

The final for the Sporting Record 
Trophy proved a shade less exciting—so 
far as the struggle for the lead was con- 
cerned—than was expected; S. Lewis- 
Evans’ Cooper led throughout. The con- 
test for second, third and fourth places, 
however, made up for it. Bueb (Cooper), 
Russell (Cooper) and Wicken (Cooper) 
changed places until the eleventh lap 
when Russell, lying third, began to slow, 
dropping back to eighth three laps later 
and retiring.

MOTOR OIL 
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IT seems fairly safe to make plans for 
the Tourist Trophy race (Dundrod, 
near Belfast, September 17). The cir- 
cuit has been inspected by the R.A.C.’s 
committee to ensure that it is safe for 
spectators. Contractors had almost 
completed the grandstands and pits, 
giving an accurate idea of the arrange- 
ments as they will be on race day. It 
was decided that to try to separate 
fast and slow cars would be imprac- 
ticable, but that some sort of a warn- 
ing system should be devised—such 
as a flag with a distinctive colour—at 
blind spots and corners to let drivers 
know when they are likely to find a 
slower car round the corner. 

It seems likely, too, that Mercedes 
will be there. Presumably they will 
want to qualify for the international 
sports car championship. To do this 
they must compete in at least four 
internationally recognized events, of 
which the Ulster Tourist Trophy is 
one. Originally they had intended to 
compete in the Le Mans race, the 
Mille Miglia, the German 1,000 kilo- 
metres, and the Pan American race in 
Mexico. With their withdrawal from

Le Mans it seems likely that they will 
go to Dundrod; this is supported by 
the fact that Herr Neubauer has 
applied for regulations and large-scale 
maps of the circuit. 

Gordon Neill, secretary of the Ulster 
A.C., has spoken to the team managers 
of Ferrari, Porsche, Maserati and D.B. 
Panhard; all seemed to be interested, 
providing — as ever — satisfactory 
financial arrangements could be made

FEELING the pinch for the second 
time recently is Enzo Ferrari who,. you 
will recall, threatened to retire from 
Grand Prix racing last year unless 
somebody managed to round up enough 
money to keep him going in this ex- 
ceedingly expensive game. With things 
as they are, and Mercedes probably 
retiring at the end of this season, it 
would be a tragedy if another of the 
Continental teams were to stop racing 
—particularly as next year looks like 
being a prolonged Ferrari versus 
Maserati contest.

However, Fiat and Lancia have come 
to the rescue, Fiat volunteering to sup- 
ply something in the region of £28,500 
a year for the next five years. What is 
even more cheering is that Lancia 
appears to be handing over the fast and 
beautiful formula 1 cars which, in the 
one race in which they competed as a 
works team this season, showed great 
promise. At Monaco Ascari put up 
equal fastest practice lap with Fangio’s 
Mercedes and, at Spa, Castellotti’s lone 
Lancia put up fastest lap in practice. 
Whether Ferrari will run the cars in 
their present state, or combine the best 
of his and Lancia’s designs remains to 
be seen, but one can’t help hoping that 
the good looking Lancias will appear 
again. 


BOULEY Bay hill climb, the Jersey 
MG and LC.C’s_ contribution 
towards the R.A.C. Britis‘. hill climb 
championship, will be held ..a Thurs- 
day, July 21. The event will include 
classes for all sizes of sports and racing 
cars and, though each car may 
driven by only one man, a woman 
driver may enter and drive a car that 
has already been driven by a male com- 
petitor. Present record stands to Ken 
Wharton, in a Cooper, with a time of 
52.8sec for the twisting, 1,01l-yard 
gradient. 


RECOVERING well from their Le 
Mans injuries are Dick Jacobs and 
Elie Bayol. The former is in hospital 
in Oxford, leg in plaster and suspended 
from a remarkable system of blocks and 
tackles. Bayol will shortly be passed 
by the scrutineers and allowed on his 
way. 


THE following passage, quoted from 
Charles Jarrott’s “Ten Years of Motors 
and Motor Racing ” (published in 1906) 
seems strangely appropriate. It occurs 
in one of the concluding paragraphs of 
the chapter dealing with the fatal Paris- 
Madrid race of 1904. 

“Road racing was dead. Never 
again would it be possible to suggest a 
speed event over the open roads and 





the sport—which, while it was a sport, 
was in my opinion the best of all sports 
—was finished. The peculiar thing 
about it was that the outside world had 
not appreciated up to that moment that 
there was an element of danger in 
motor racing. One or two drivers had 
certainly been injured but accidents 
were very rare; and then suddenly, by 
one of those compensations which 
occur with all things in life, the toll 
was paid in one event, and so heavy 
was it that with a shudder and a gasp 
the world at large realized that motor 
racing might be really deadly.” 
But it did not stop. 


THE words written by Charles Jarrott 
almost 50 years ago are brought forci- 
bly home to one by the tragic news of 
two fatal accidents in events held last 
weekend. Donald Beauman’s Con- 
naught overturned during the early 
stages of the Leinster Trophy race last 
Saturday, and Piero Valenzano’s 2-litre 
Maserati crashed in the Coupe d’Or 
des Dolomites on Sunday. Truly this 
season is one of those strange and sad 
compensations to which Jarrott re- 
ferred. 

Don Beaman was a talented and 
popular driver, beginning his career in 
a Cooper-J.A.P. which he raced in 
1950,°1951 and 1952. In 1953 he moved 
to bigger things, buying the 1}-litre 
T.T. Riley which had been driven so 
well by Mike Hawthorn two years be- 
fore, and formed, with John Riseley- 
Prichard, the Cornhill Racing Team. 
During the 1953 season his best known 
successes were his win in the 2-litre 
class in the Nurburgring 1,000-kilo- 
metre race and third place in the 
Leinster Trophy race. In 1954 he was 
third in the G.P. des Frontiéres at 
Chimay, and won the Chester Trophy 
at Oulton Park in July and ihe 
3-litre class at Zandvoort in August. 
In the single-seater 2-litre Connaught 
entered by Sir Jeremy Boles, he 
scored many other successes during the 
1954 season, notably his win in the 
formule libre Silver City Airways 
Trophy race last Boxing Day at Brands 
Hatch. He also took the formule libre 
lap record—which still stands.

His future held great promise. 1955 
saw him at the wheel of one of the 
works Jaguars at Le Mans; and he was 
to have driven one of the Ferraris that 
Sir Jeremy Boles is intending to buy.

MONOTONOUSLY the cancellations 
come in. Latest to go are the 1,000 
kilometres sports car race on the 
Nurburgring and the Evian-Mont 
Blanc-Megéve Rally. The decision to 
cancel the Nurburgring 1,000 kilo- 
metres is said by the West German 
A.C. to be owed to the present state of 
public opinion following Le Mans. 
Instead of this event the club will run 
2» 500-kilometre race for Gran Turismo 
cars up to 1,600 c.c. and sports cars up 
to 1,500 c.c at the Nurburgring, prob- 
ably on the same day, August 28. 

The organizers of the Evian-Mont 
Blanc-Megéve say that, because of 
the ban in France on speed events, it 
would have been impossible to hold 
the Megéve hill-climb and the speed 
event at Aix-les-Bains. Without these 
tests, the rally would have been robbed 
of a great deal of its interest, and the 
income from the event would have 
been reduced considerably. So as 
Marcel Becquart sadly puts it, they 
have been forced to make the painful 
decision to cancel the event; entries, 
he says, have never been better, which 
made the decision the more difficult.

THE Six-Hour Relay Race last Satur- 
day was, as ever, a colourful and happy 
occasion—assisted in no small way by 
the brilliant Sunshine. To keep track 
of the movements of 37 teams of cars— 
each team comprising from three to five 
cars—for six hours takes a great deal of 
doing; to work out a handicap that will 
produce a really close finish between 
two widely differing teams at the end 
of this period is nothing short of genius. 
Considerable credit is due to the 
members of the Bentley Drivers’ Club, 
who, under Geoffrey Kramer, kept the 
lap charts and announced, at half- 
hourly intervals, the positions on 
handicap of each team. It was said by 
Holland Birkett, in charge of the organ- 
ization, that, without them, the event 
could never be held. The handicaps 
were worked out by Charles Bulmer, 
who must have been well satisfied at 
the lack of grumbles at the end of the 
race, and the closeness of the finish. 

The reliability and road holding of 
some of the older cars were very 
impressive. C. M. Sears’ handling of 
the T.T. Replica Frazer-Nash was less 
abandoned than in the past, though he 
still managed to round the right- 
handed Woodcote on full left lock. 
Bramfield’s old 12-50 duck’s back Alvis 
was very steady and did a great number 
of laps, and Haig’s TC M.G. Midget 
was remarkable. After breaking most 
of the spokes in the left side front 
wheel, he called at the pits, fitted new 
front wheels and went out again, 
eventually covering what must have 
been a greater distance than any other 
car. It was bad luck that the M.G. 
should have cried “Enough” only ten 
minutes before the end, when Haig 
might yet have put his team in the 
lead. 


WINNER of the Coupe d’Or des 
Dolomites was the Belgian driver, 
Gendebien, driving a 300 SL Mer- 
cedes Benz. He covered the course in 
3 hours, 23 minutes. and 1.8 seconds,

This is interesting in view of the recent 
news that Gendebien and Graf Trips 
were lately given a try-out at the 
Nurburgring with a view to their tak- 
ing the wheel of Mercedes Benz cars 
in the Nurburgring 1,000 kilometres 
race—now, unfortunately off. With 
their usual thoroughness, Mercedes 
already seem to be casting around for 
driver material for next year’s sports 
car races. 


SO far as anything can be certain these 
days, the Liége-Rome-Liége is on, 
Starting on August 17 and finishing on 
the twenty-second. First held in 1931, 
this year’s rally marks the Silver 
Jubilee of the organizing club, the 
Royal Motor Union of Belgium. * The 
main features of the event are the same 
as last year’s; the outward journey 
through France, a short crossing of 
Austria and Italy and the return 
through France. 

Because the Austrian authorities have 
forbidden the rally on the 70-kilometre 
road section in that country, it has been 
declared a neutral zone. Competitors 
will be allowed 2 hours 15 minutes to 
cover this stage, demanding no more 
than normal touring speeds; as soon as 
they reach Italy the rally returns to 
the tight time schedule, and battle re- 
commences. Regulations are available 
in English, and entries close on July 23 
at 8 p.m. They must be sent to the 
Royal Motor Union, 38, Boulevard de 
la Sauveniére, Liége, Belgium. 


A REMINDER: Entries for the 
B.A.R.C. International Crystal Palace 
meeting on Saturday, July 30, close 
tomorrow, July 16.
